FRIDAY, JUNE 10.

OUR EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM. 

Petitions condemnatory of the system of 
Public Education at present existing in Otago 
were presented : By Mr Shepherd, from Ro- 
man Catholic inhabitants of Blacks ; by Mr 
Bastings, from Roman Catholic inhabitants 
of Tuapeka ; by Mr Hickey, from Roman 
Catholic inhabitants of Cromwell ; and by Mr 
Armstrong, from Roman Catholic inhabitants 
of St. Bathans. 

ft WATER SUPPLY. 

lie Speaker read the following message 
(N<5 7) from His Honor:— “Tho Superin 
teiuVut submits for tho consideration of the 
Provincial Council the advisability of recom- 
mending such a modification of tho 4 Immi- 
gration and Public Works Act, 1S70,’ as that 
a portion of tho loan authorised to be ex 
ponded on Water Supply on tho Goldfields 
may be diverted towards the construction of 
sludge -channels and other works necessary 
for the development of the Goldfields — such, 
for example, as at Naseby, whore mining ope- 
rations must very soon cease, and one of the 
most productive goldfields collapse unless a | 
suitable sludge -channel is provided.” 

SETTLEMENT IN GOLDFIELDS DISTRICTS. 

Mr Bastings moved— “ That in the opinion 
of this Council, in order to encourage .settle- 
ment in populous Goldfields districts, the 
Government of the day should cancel any 
Runs fit for settlement in dose proximity to 
the same, and throw them open under the 
agricultural lease system.” Tho honourable 
member remarked, in support of his motion, 
that if something were not done iu the direc- 
tion indicated, people, instead of coming into 
the country to help them to bear the burdens 
imposed by the Colonial Government, would 
leave the country. It was folly to send money 
out of the country to induce immigrants, 
when already there were people here who 
possessed money and were anxious to settle 
iu the country if reasonable opportunities of 
i doing so were afforded them. He wished to 
call attention to the results of the cancella- 
tion of certain runs. There had been can- 
celled 93,000 acres, commencing from Table 
Hill, as far as Lawrence, which were occu- 
pied. The population of Tuapeka was about 
5030. Run 137, held by Mr Maclean, con- 
sisted of 30,000 acres, from which there was 
derived as rent by the Government £178 pci* 
annum. Run 10G consisted of 10,000 acres, 
i and the rent obtained amounted to £175 per 
annum. Run 1*23 consisted of 25,2-10 acres, 
and the amount of rent paid per annum was 
£102 10a. Tiie total amount of rent paid was 
£.515 103, and the total number of acres 
05,21:0. Out of that there were 22,000 acres 
lit for agricultural purposes and settlement. 
Again, there were 45,000 head of cattle, GO 
horses, and 17,009 sheep running in the Tin- . 
peka district, from which tho country derived 
a revenue of £1293 lGs 8d, £078 0a 8:1 in ex- 
cess of the sum derived as rent from the runs. 

J i had been said that there was a desire to 
tike land from the pastoral tenants of the 
Crown merely with a view to settle another 
class of squatters upon it ; that statement, 
however, had been made without foundation. 
The land in respect of which the sum of 
£1203 103 8d was received, belonged to 297 
settlors, all of whom were holders of agricul- 
tural leases. Since those runs had been 
thrown open, there had been no less than 
50!) applications for agricultural leases. There 
wore 10,000 acres now leased in the district, 
with 7902 acres under cultivation. That fact 
alone was sufficient to justify the Government 
in cancelling runs in populous districts. Be- 
sides, a large profit would thereby accrue to 
the Crown. This matter had occupied the 
attention of the people whom ho represented 
for a long time past. Five years ago a peti- 
tion was sent to the Superintendent, asking 
that certain runs should be cancelled, and 
had that request been granted, there would 
have been at the present time 30,009, instead 
of 10,099, acres under cultivation ; and 
people who had gone to the Fijis, New Cale- 
donia, and other places, because they could 
not acquire proper faci! itics for settlement, 
would have remained and spent in the pro- 
vince the money which they took away from 
it. He could mention thirty persons at least 
who came to the district poor men, but who 
by industry and perseverance accumulated 
money; men who had families, whom they; 
wore desirous of settling in Otago ; but iu 
the absence of sufficient inducement to re- 
main, they had gone elsewhere. He also 
thought that rather than take from a run 
1(1,099 acres, and thereby render the remain- 
der almost useless to the rnnholdev, they 
should take the whole, and give compensa- 
tion. 

Air Reid said lie thought that few honour- 
able members could refuse to support the 
motion as a general principle. At the same 
time he was not aware that much would be 
gained by affirming such a motion. It was 
already recognised as desirable that the pas- 
t-oral lenses of land contiguous to populous 
districts should be cancelled. The extent to 
which this system had been carried out, had 
been somewhat limited, because of the want 
of money required for compensation or oil 
accoCrt of the area of land fit for settlement, 
mid fir* some cases because for the improve- 
ments 'made compensation more than the 
Government considered they would ho justi- 
fied in paying was asked. When the esti- 
mates were placed before honourable mem- 
bers, it would be seen that tho amount 
of revenue likely to he placed at tho dis- 
posal of the Government during the ensuing 
year would he required for the construction 
of works in their respective districts, and 



that a very small margin would bo left to pay 
the compensation necessary to enable laud to 
be thrown open. It would be advisable, 
however, for the Government and the Coun- 
cil to ascertain whether by some incans they 
could manage to ensure a plentiful supply of 
land for settlement throughout tho province ; 
because, if it were ultimately found that they 
could not redeem laud required for that pur- 
pose, then one of their first functions would 
have come to an end. 

The motion was put and carried.

An Otago Jury in the Olden Tima.

A midnight r:nv and fight had occurred 
at a sailor’s public-home iu Otago, in 
which one of tlm earliest colonists, a 
Scotchman, was killed in an encounter 
with a foreign sailor. The coroner issued 
his warrant, and the prisoner was com- 
mitted for trial. When tho case came 
before the judge, it was seen to bo clearly 
one of manslaughter ; but one of the jury 
took a different view of the matter, con- 
tending rather vociferously in the jury- 
box with liis colleagues that it was mur- 
der. The judge therefore desired them 
to retire and fully consider tho verdict. 
The court-house at Otago in those early 
days was a wooden erection ; anil the 
authorities, not calculating on jurymen 
disagreeing amongst themselves, had made 
no provision for an apartment to which 
they could adjourn. Under these circum 
stances, a room was ordered for them in 
Donald Ross’s public house. On his way 
to the hostelry, one of tho jurymen, who 
residod in the country, called at a shop 
for a parcel that was lying far him, which, 
on rejoining his brother jurymen, lie 
placed in the corner of the room.

CROMWELL : TUESDAY, JUNE 27. 

Petitions, praying that sittings of the 
Supreme Court, in its criminal ami civil 
jurisdiction, may be liolden in tlio roost 
central and best suited locality in tlio 
Northern Goldfields, have been Rubmittets 
to the Provincial Council by Mr II ivKi-'.L'T' 
the member for Kawarau ; and by Jlr 
SllEWIEUD, specially on beluiif ot Cly": 
They have been referred to the Petitions 
Committee to be dealt with on their merits. 
This is n matter involving, in its con- 
sideration, interests of the gravest import- 
ance to the communities of those exten- 
sive and valuable districts. Groat public 
rights depend on its equitable settlement ; 
and the investigation of the claims of the 
rival townships for the possession nf the 
Temple of Justico, should he conducted 
in a spirit of strict impartiality, and only 
with a view to tho promotion of the 
greatest good for the greatest number. 

The most expeditious and least expen- 
sive mode of carrying on the administra- 
tion of justice for a largo, constantly 
augmenting, prosperous, but comparatively 
scattered population, is of momentous . 
consequence to its proper social vitality. 
It therefore behoves us to look about and 
discover the fittest way of arriving at this 
end. 

Let us at once understand that the 
inhabitants of the country radiating from 
Cromwell as a centre, from Alexandra to 
Queenstown, from Naseby to the Nuko- 
mia, are of one accord us to the necessity 
of having more immediate access to sit- 
tings of the higher Courts than that af- 
forded by a journey to Dunedin. Mer- 
chants, miners, traders, artisans, of every 
grade and calling, are nil alike affected by 
this cause. The heavy outlay, the irritat- 
ing personal inconvenience, often the totut, 
certainly the partial, suspension of their 
various occupations, not unfieqiiently de- 
ters people from availing themselves of 
tho aid the law offers for the prosecution 
of rightful demands; ami thus, frequently, 
the ends of justico nro either aggravat- 
ing!)' frustrated, or hopelessly discomfited, 
leaving many a grievous wrong to be 
patiently borne, and many a heinous 
offence to go unpunished. To removo 
these evils, and give a solid sanso of se- 
curity to tho votaries of tlio “blind 
goddess" in these n lighborhoorls, it has 
been resolved by the population, that 
within the area of country comprising tho 
localities indicated, as well as many others 
within its limits, sonic central situ should 
be chosen as the place for holding periodi- 
cal sessions of the Supremo Court. Two 
towns, Cromwell and Clyde, are men- 
tioned as having the requisite eligibility ; 
and with their respective reasons for the 
claim sot forth we have now to deal. 

The light that Cromwell indubitably 
holds in- connection herewith has been 
dwelt upon nt some length in it previous 
issue of this journal ; we shall only, there- 
fore, cursorily glance nt the position it 
occupies in the body politic, when con- 
trasted with that arrived nt by its quon- 
dam, but now almost insignificant rival, 
the moribund town of the modem 
“ Pactolus." 

Firstly, we arc in closer proximity than 
Clyde to the populous, auriferous, and ag- 
ricultural Lake district, — not only now a 
rich and influential integral part of tho 
Province, but one also whose rapid pro- 
gression in all courses adapted to advance 
the prosperity of Otago authoritatively 
speaks of n satisfactory future, carrying 
within its looming prospects a vast expan- 
sion of people mid resources. Tlio Lake 
residents, too, arc our warm supporters oil 
the grounds both of private and public 
utility. 

Secondly, if u numerical basis of popula- 
tion bo taken in our favour, we find tlmt 
the Hull-district of Cromwell alone 1ms, 
within a radius of fifteen miles, a popula- 
tion consisting of 1 100 persons. This is 
quito beside tho numbers living in con- 
tiguous localities to whom we should be- 
come a legal and commercial pivot, nnd 
whoso interests would he best served by a 
Court bring held bore. The continually 
increasing number of coses in the Resident 
Magistrate’s and Warden’s Courts fmA'x- 
coeds that of these adjudicated at Clyde, 
so much so, in fact, that these Courts have 
now lo ho held weekly instead of fort- 
nightly, ns was previously the case.

To the Editor of the Cromwell Argus. 

Sir, — I beg you will pardon the liberty I take 
in requesting your consideration of the extreme 
prices charged by shopkeepers of this town for 
articles of daily consumption — necessaries of 
life, in fact ; more particularly by Messrs Suet 
and Co., members of the guild of fleshers. Mut- 
ton, 4d per lb. ; joints, Cd and 8d ; beef-steaks. 
9d ! Sir, in and about Dunedin ; on many of 
the various diggings scattered over the Province 
—I may say most of them ; and also in the little 
agricultural towns within the Otago boundary, 
meat of good quality is retailed at nearly 100 per 
cent, leas per lb. 

If, Sir, your vision is as many- aided as that of 
the ancient gentleman after whom your paper is 
named, you will no doubt be able to discern the 
reason why the butchers of Cromwell should 
Lave a monopoly ef high prices • and you will, I 
feel sure, explain the cause in a manner satis- 
factory to them, and the carnivorous public as 
well. For my part, though, I may say, with 
Mr Samuel Weller, “ that I haven’t got a pair 
of million magnifying microscopes to look with ; 
being only eyes, you know, my wision is 
limited.” Consequently, in an ordinary percep- 
tive way “ I can’t see it” — i, e., the. wherefore — 
just yet. 

1 am not going into “ bunkum,” by saying 
I am a “ pater- familias ■” that the butcher’s 
monthly bill makes my flesh creep when I look 
at the double figures in the “pounds” column ; 
that I fear William Adolphus, and Clementina 
Jane, and Dickey -bird, and Mopaey must forego 
beef-steak pio, aye, and oven 1 " the cold shoulder, 
— red-letter days excepted, — till the present ex- 
orbitant charges for meat are considerably re- 
duced ; and that I fear the poor little darlings’ 
hankerings after the forbidden flesh-pots will 
have the effect of diminishing their vigorous sub- 
stantialities, observable in the letting-out of 
tucks, Ac., at wiiia ta and bodies, rents at elbows 
and knees, and — well, never mind where else, 
whilom the delight, as also the annoyance, of the 
tender but much stitching maternal p orient. 
No, Sir, 1 mean to tell you straight away that I 
shall not endeavour to excite sympathy by re- 
sorting to any subterfuge or misstatement. I 
am a siuglo man, having only myself to care for, 
yet I can assure you, Mr Editor, 1 find it to bo 
a task beset with much hardship, when I am 
made to pay eo dourly for the food l cat ami tbe 
clothes I wear. Had it been my lot to bo the 
owner of a second self, together with half-a-dozen 
pledges of affection in Cromwell, with the limited 
wages of a miner in this inclement season, I 
verily believe the high prices of provisions would 
bring us to the brink of starvation, 

1 am nwaro a third butcher started business 
in the town, and that he reduced tho price of 
moat in a great degree ; but I have heard that 



he has been bought out by the two others who 
are of longer standing ; so that we may expect | 
a continuance of existing extravagant rates, un- 
less some patriotic “ knight of the cleaver” comes 
to the rescue, and immortalises himself in the 
memory of a grateful people, — an event that 
would not be likely to be profitless to such a 
venturesomo champion. Perhaps though, as 
already hinted, Suet and Co. may have a justi- 
fication for big prices, and they will vouchsafe 
an explanation thereof to yourself.
